Sas; t. B Representatives en General Court as- 
sembled, and by the authority of the same, That the 
Selectmen, the Overseers of the Poor, and the Board 
of Health, of the town of Boston, and the Selectmen of 
the town of Chelsea, shall aneet in convention in the 
town of Boston, on the second Monday of June annval- 
ly, und elect by ballot some suitable person, being an 
inhabitant of the county, to be County ‘Treasurer for 
the county of Suffolk, for the term of one year from 
said second Monday of June, and until another person 
shall be appointed and qualified to act in his stead. 
And whenever the said office of County Treasurer 
shall become vacant, by death, resignation, or other- 
wise, the vacancy shall be filled in the same. manner. 
_And the said convention may meet at euch other times 
and in euch manner, as they may, from time to time, 
direct ; and may make to the person eo chosen to be 
County ‘Treasurer such allowances for bis services in 
executing the duties of his office, as to them shall seem 
reasonable.

That in 
all cases of persous meeting each other on any Bridge, 
Turnpike, or other Road, within this Commonwealth, 
travelling with carriages,waggons, carts, sleds, sleighs, 
or other vehicle, the persons so meeting shall season- 
ably turn, drive and convey their carnages, waggous, 
carts, sleds, sleighs, of other vehicle, to the right of 
the center of the travelled part of euch Bridge, Turn- 
pike, or Road, «0 as to enable each other's cargiages, 
wagzous, carts, sleds, sleighs or other vehicle fd pass 
each other without intetference or interruptions: 


Be it 


| Road within this Commonwealth, with any sleigh or 
sled drawn bys a horse or horses, unless there shall be 
three or more bells attached to the horse or horses, or 
to some part of the harness thereof. 

Src. 3, Be tt further enacted, That every person of- 
fending against any of the provisions of this act, shall 
forfeit and pay for each offence, or neglect, a fine not 
less than one dollar, nor more than twenty dollara, to 
the use of the Commonwealth, to be recovered on 
complaint before any Justice of the Peace in the 
County where the offence shall be commit’ d@ 3 and 
shall moreover be h-ld answerable to any pariy injured 
for all damages which may he sustained in consequence 
of such offence, or neglect :—Prorided, that no prose-

here are perhaps few of our statesmen 
tere ‘entitled to thé esteem of their fellow-citi- 
zens, than the Hon. Josiah Quincy. A differ- 
ence of opinion, it is true, has existed, with re- 
gard to the course he adopted in congress and 
in the state legislature a few years back ; but 
we believe that his political opponents could 
never deny him the credit of consistency, nor 
could his friends, even those who disapproved 
‘this warmth and impetuosity, refuse to acknow- 
" “‘Tedge that he was an honest, an upright, and 
independent politician. He had, in some way 
‘ or another, but we could never learn the how, 
the why, or the whercfore, become somewhat 
unpopular in the federal party ; and in March, 
1820,. his name was omitted on the list of 
senatorial candidates for that year. Mr. Quincy 
~ was a gentleman of too much good sense to be 
chagrined at this instance of neglect, glaring 
and andeserved as it was,—of too much integri- 
ty to.act contrary to his principles’ for the sake 
of popolarity,—and of too much magnanimity to 
withhold his services from a party, which, it 

could not but be seen, till needed them. 
Not long ago, we took occasion to remark 
on an eloquent oration by Mr. Quincy: e 
the Peace Society, and we had the pleasure to 
see our extracts from it copied into many pa- 
pers of high respectability. We offer, below, 
a sketch of one of his extemporaneous speeches, 
made at the caucus on Sunday evening last. 
The sketch is entirely from memory, and of 
course exceedingly imperfect; it is given 
chiefly with a view to show that Mr. Q. can be 
playful with his political friends who have been. 
rather uncivil to him, and good-natured to his 
political enemies, who have not been sparing’ 

of their reproaches. 

. My. Quincy remarked, that, before making 
the observations which he came prepared to 
make, he would offer an incidental remark 
which had been suggested by the proceedings 
of the evening. It had been proposed by some 
persons near him to turn out the boys. He 
hoped that no such step would be taken. The 
boys behaved as Boston boys were expected to 
behave—they were fond of noise and bustle, 
und so were their fathers before them. Boston 
boys had always been celebrated for following 
good examples. Let us old people, said Mr. 


Q. do our duty ; let us set a good example, and 
I will vouch for the boys. 

Mr. Quincy then remarked on the general

territory. It isa reproach to our free institutions, 
that in their operation so wany persons are delegated 
to Congress who are open to be seduced by the petty 
temptation of a salaried office, held at the beck of the 
President, from the honourable etation assigned them 
by the people. Estimating as we do a seat on the 
Hloor of Congress, derived trom the free and unbiassed 
votes of 30,000 free and intelligent citizens, as a most 
enviable station, and one mfinitely exceeding in hun- 
oor the most fucrative or powerful office in the gift of 
the government, it is not without strong feelings of 

tand mortification that we duily see it abandoned 
for offices of little profit and less hovour. The remedy 
for this ie in the people.—They must select such can- 
didates as will consider it both hovour and 
enough to be permitted te serve them, and not send to 
Washington men who go there merely tor the purpose 
of speculating upon the value and influence of their;
